Recently there has been a move afoot by many UFO Groups to press 
the claim of the study of the UFO on a world scale, by placing 
the whole matter into the hands of the United Nations* 

Now. while this enthusiasm is excellent and undoubtedly the 
motives behind those who are behind this drive are of the high* 
est , it has appeared to your Editor, that several things 
should be well weighed in the balance,' before such a global 
matter is placed into the hands of such an organisation* 

Firstly, although I have dealt with this matter before in 
Editorials, it will do no harm to reiterate the main theme of 
suchj’and that is, , the dls-\inlty first among ourselves, for if 
we are honest with ourselves we have to admit that UFO Groups 
are not united ip the prime sense, and in some cases are directly 
opposed to each other in many of the main principles of belief* 

Let us examine one or two as a start* 

Can we honestly say ALL Groups believe in the extraterrestrial 
origin of,the UFOs? 

Even those agreed on that, are not some strongly opposed to others 
on a metaphysical outlook of them? 

Do we not find strong opposition in certain sections to those 
who claim the Biblical connection of such, and that they are 
fulfilling prophecy, and are harbingers af a New World? 

These are but three of many such themes which have and do still 
cause cpntroversy among ourselves, and many more could be out¬ 
lined in varied ways in which ve do not agree with each other 
as groups, for in some oases those in opposition to~others are 
not behind in being beyond the sneering stage, at the views 
expressed by others, mainly because they do not agree with their 
own outlook* Forgetting that their own claim may not be wholly 
proven, any more than those they condemn, as fanatics, etc* 

And this brings the second point* 

Despite all the evidence, and it now totals thousands ,of cases, 

WE still have not been able tb prove to the world, that UFO do 
really exist* OH yes, believe they do Jthd so do you, but as 
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we are not agreed as above on what they are, we still have to 
find complete proof that they are very real, etc, etc. and when 
there are those amid our own groups who claim they are not, as 
opposed to those who do. What chance have you of making a 
definate case to present to. the public, 

WE still have to prove many points of what we DO believe, even 
against the ones who belong to groups who believe the opposite to 
us. 

Now, all this adds T;p to the fact of the "house divided against 
Itself", 


On one occasion, in which I discussed the reason with a govern¬ 
ment officer-, why the government would not give us more assistance 
and open statements on the UFO, the reply from the official was, 
"You can't agree among yourselves that they are estraterrestrial, 
and.you even oppose one another on what they are, etc. even if 
you do believe them to be so". 


To this I had to admit. 


He then continued, "how can you expect us to take up the bail 
you throw to us, when you as organisations not only have 
opposite views and opposite camps. To which group shall we 
go- to, for the re^l good oil on* the matter, yours or the othar 
fellows > ?" 


Think that over if you are a serious UFO worker. 

Now is it not first that we set out own house in order, before 
we ask higher powers to probe what we ourselves differ on. 

Now I come to what I feel is even more a vital issue, and that 
is that of asking the United Nations to take up the ball, 

WHY the United Nations? Has this powerful world body proved 
Itself capable of handling its own quest of world peace or has 
it shown Itself capable of handling world matters on a global 
scale to the benefit of its members? 

Has it not been shown time and time again, that too often one 
great nation has used the United Nations for its own purpose of 
propaganda and exploitation, and vetoed things which were 
proposed for the world's benefit, simply because they did not 
suit the policy of world power they seek? 

If the United Nations was as powerful as it claims, there would 
be no Vietnam War at present, there would not be the rusting 
and rotting farm equipment in some of the nations to which it 
was sent, at the expense of mainly a handful of the United 
Nations member nations. All -this was undgr the guise of 
United Nations help to the underprlvlledged nations, the 
humanitarian..side of the United Nations, plue .the personal sent

to instruct and assist in educating such ’’have not” people, by 
the big hearted brotherhood "have” nations, only to be wasted 
and come to no good end* 

Facing the Truth, we have to admit the United Nations, although 
prompted like the suggestion of certain UFO groups, is admirable 
and commendable in every way, but actually in practice not 
proved workable, simply because of opposed ideologies, and in 
many cases the brunt of the expense being carried by those wh« 
only have one voice the same as those who do not shoulder thelp 
own responsibilities, yet they are given the right to dictate 
terms to it, anywhere else? 

Now, this means, that until the United Nations can agree among 
Itself, and PRO^ itself capable of handling world affairs, as 
far as I am concerned, it is not a fit power to be entrusted 
with the great facts which may be discovered in a world enquiry 
of UFO, and what space involves* I would venture to say that 

as soon as any real evidence was found of anything, which would 

benefit the world either in the knowledge of who, what, and 
where? and especially HOW, they are propelled, you would find 
violent camps of debate in the United. Nations as to who would 
be entrusted with this knowledge* 

At present the nations individually ARB probing the UFO question 
despite all protestations that they make and false alarms they 
give of Official statements from time to timei And whilst we 
are under the powers that rule the world, I can never believe 
they will permit us to KNOW, "the whole truth and.nothing but"* 

We will, treated as we always are* as children, and given morsels 

from time to time. BUT NEVER will we be told the whole of what 
they DO know, until some force breaks the powers that be, OR THE 
SAUCERS THEMSELVES MAKE IT SO PLAIN THAT.BOTH IHET, AND US, WILL 
NEVER BE ABLE TO DENY THEY EXIST AND MORE WE WILL UNDERSTAND WHY 
THEY ARE HEREi 

Meanwhile, first let us try and become more united among our¬ 
selves and find a ground of open willingness to hear the other 
fellows point of viewj mud slinging among ourselves will achieve 
nothing for us, and only give our opponents a cause to ridicule 
our case* Sneering at another’s point of view will not make 
your ov/n any greater, in fact it may only help to prove our own 
ego needs deflating* 

Let us make a world wide basis of belief, finding the basic truth 
of what as groups etc* we do believe in, leaving the questions we 
cannot find agreement on, as a basis for freedom of thought, then 
having established a foundation for what we believe as a whole, 
to present to the pviblic. and an open willingness to allow the 
other his point of view in what we find we have differing points 
of view on, form a central International body as already suggest¬ 
ed among ourselves, having achieved this we shall then have a 
united front and VOICE to present to ANY government or world power* 
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Such a Central Body to be voted by all groups to be the focal 
point of sending all data of accepted sightings or experiences or 
unusual facts related to saucerdom. The Central Body to make 
available to any such Information as may be asked for, and poss¬ 
ibly issuing a monthly or quarterly bulletin of sightings receiv¬ 
ed in headlines, with accompanying classification arrived at by 
the group sending the information. 

Now, all this, sounds very good and if achieved, a wonderful step 
forward, but let us not overlook that such a Central Body must 
be manned by personnel, and financed, which raises the question, 
by whom and HOW? 

It would be obvious that all supporting bodies would have to send 
a nominal sum to support such an organisation, and that only a 
very strict sele ction could be made of the personnel in charge 
and staffing such a body. Any person who in any way held biased 
ideas would certainly not be able to hold office, but they would 
be there to serve the UFO organisations as a whole and NOT as 
some special section of It or themselves. 

Already we have had such organisations claiming to do such a work 
and have proved repeatedly that they have biased views, and I 
refer to NICAP, of Wahsington, This organisation has been going 
for a very long time, and poinding home the fact that they demand 
a show down by the government. How far they have achieved their 
^ object is proven by the years in between. They have repeatedly 
held a one-sided view, and openly refused and ridiculed some of 
the other views, particularly has this been so, in the contactee 
field, which anyone who has now been at all any length of time in 
this research knows, CANNOT be overlooked. Admitting there are 
the hoaxes, does not mean we rule them all out as so, as NICAP 
does and still persists in doing. Hence any body formed would 
have to be prepared to take into account ALL the data and exper¬ 
iences and accept the evaluation of the body sending in the facts 
and them pass them on to the world branches for evaluation. 

Surely we must then see that such a quest is no small task, and 
contains all sorts of obstacles to overcome, and looking deeply 
into the matter we see that the main issues which befront us 
and are the biggest hurdles to Jump, are those within ourselves 
and among ourselves. The old story of human fraility, the all 
too often clash of personalities ^d of place seeking} the fight 
to be the best; the unwillingness to SHARE the plums we have with 
others, lest they benefit more than we. Human nature is the 
rock bottom main cause of our inability to achieve UNITY, and 
without that we have no right to ask others to achieve what we 
(Ourselves cannot attain, and further, what international body 
would be acceptable to all, for as stated it would have to be 
one which has proved its ability to show unity in itself, and 
that the United Nations has never done. 

I do not profess ^ o know the answer how this can be achieved, in 
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fact doubt if it can, but if It ls\At all possible it should be, 
and my guess it could only be achieved by the UFO Groups them¬ 
selves, forming some International body. Probably one called 
I.O.U.F.O.A. International Organisation U.F.O. Associations., or 
U.F.O.I., U.F.Os. International, or even I.U.F.O.R.O., Internation¬ 
al UFO Research Organisation. Anyhow ’’what’s in a name, a rose 
by any”, etc. The name is a mere nothing as long as it denotes 
what its purpose is. The Issue is to chleve UNITY. 

Some have started the ball rolling by seeking some such form, and 
although their aim is to place it all in the lap cf the United 
Nations, first let us get the unity among ourselves for which 
we stand and what we believe in. The rest will follow as to which 
is the best way to form an international front for the presentation 
of it. Maybe even the "Friends from Space" may guide us, and 
the answer will come in a way least expected. 

Why not ask youself this question. 

An I willing to achieve Unity with other UFO Groups. EVEN IF IT 
MEANT MY OWN POSITION became less ??? 

Am I willing to let the other fellows opinion and claims have a 
place side by side with my own, or will I continue to sneer at 
his ideas as beneath me? 

Would I be willing personally and as a group to SHARE ALL the 
"Plums" of our work or would I hang onto some as "OUR OWN"? 

Would I be willing to share the cost of an International body? 

I venture to say tliat the answer to these questions would prove 
a shock to some if honestly answered, and if asked to put them 
into action. Maybe I may cause some sort of a revolt among 
many readers, both for and against, but someone has to set the 
tniug into aotloii, and point out the difflcailtles ahead before 
we raslily rush in where "angels (tnesseugers) fear to tread". 

Let us frankly talk this over as groups, and share the opinions of 
the things which have been put forward here, even if violently 
tipposed to them. The only way to gaining any form of agreement 
is COMMUNICATION with each other, while we hold to our own ideas 
and do not share them one way or the other we shall attain 
nothing, but if we place our cards on the table in all honesty, 
we have achieved the first step forward to some form of UNITY. 

These pages are open for expression either way in the above views 
expressed by your Editor. They are his own, and even may not 
be fully shared by all his society, but at least he has the 
freedon to express them as anyone else has also. 

Lot’s hear from you. Meanwhile the quotation from St. Augustine 
would well do with some consideration.

" A VISIT TO ARTHUR MATTHEWS ", by Carol Halford- 

(From TOPSIDE - FALL & WINTER, No. 30.) Watkins.

Over the Canadian Thanksgiving week-end, we drove to Lac Beauport, 
about 12 miles north of Quebec City. In beautiful Indian Summer 
weather, with the fall leaves at their full height of multi-hued 
glory, we approached the foothills of the Laurentlan Mountains, a 
riot of colour in their autumn apparel. Lac Beauport is a charm¬ 
ing little resort area offering year-round sports facilities in 
-beautiful surroundings. Closely hugging the lake, this pretty 
little village winds around It, each bendln the road revealing a 
new panorama of scenic beauty. We stayed at an Inn overlooking 

the lake and each morning it was a delight to look out on to the 

blue water in which was reflected the fiery reds and golds of the 
maples and a little white church. 

The object of our journey was to see our good friend, Arthur Matthews, 

who was In recent issues, contributed so much of Interest to the 

pages of Topside, and we spent most of our time at hls I8th century 
home where he proved a charming host and we enjoyed long hours of 
interesting discussions with him on many subjects of mutual Interest. 

Arthur Matthews, now In hls mid-7os, Is a remarkably well-preserved 
man foi- his age, who can still read fine print without glasses and 
leads a full and active life, both plxyslcally and mentally. Long 
since retired from a productive career as an electrical engineer 
with the Canadian Railways, he still acts as an Engineering Con¬ 
sultant to a number of large concerns who seek hls services when 
they run Into, certain problems. As for Arthur Matthews, the man, 
one might describe him as one of nature's gentlemen, that Is, a 
gentle man, whose deep spirituality pervades his whole personality. 
Fresh complexloned and with finely chiselled features, he lias a 
pair of penetrating blue-grey ayes which seem to look into your 
very soul, but always there is kindness there. Modest and unassum¬ 
ing, this sensitive man of blight intellect and many talents, is 
not only a master-craftsman and inventor in the field of electric¬ 
al engineering and electronics, but also an accomplished artist in 
oils, a musician who composes his own works, a writer and above all 
a deep philosopher. A devout Christian who seldom attends church 
but enacts the teachings of Christ in his everyday life, he is the 
founder of a large movement in Quebec known as the "Servants of 
Chtist." 
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This group, now over 1,500-strong, Is comprised largely of success¬ 
ful professional men and students at the University of Laval, who, 
falling to find the answer to their spiritual needs in the charch, 
have turned to the active Christian Philosophy as e^cpeunded and 
lived by Arthur Matthews, With the aid of modern amplifying equip¬ 
ment and tape recordings of his talks on spiritual truths. Inter¬ 
posed with religious music, Arthur Matthews, travelling over the 
North. American Continent, has like Jesus, taken his “church" out 
Into the open fields and campsites where his recordings have attract¬ 
ed the attention of thousands of Interested listeners, while near¬ 
by churches remain half-empty. Highly regarded by the members of 
the "Servants of Christ" group, Arthur was recently presented with 
a beautiful Hammond organ by them as a token of their deep apprec¬ 
iation for bringing true Christianity Into their lives. To our 
delight, Arthur played for us on this organ a lovely piece of music 
with a strange etherlc quality, which he had composed around mid¬ 
night after the day of our arrival. 

On the wall above the organ Is one of his oil paintings - an artistes 
conception of Beethoven’s Moonlight Sonata, a tranquil, moonlit 
seascape of sheer beauty, while on the opposite wall Is another 
painting - his Interpretation of Mendelsohn’s Spring Song, a sens¬ 
itive protrayal of a pathway througha grove of trees clothed In 
the delicate, pale-green foliage of early spring. At my request, 
he showed us his collection of 26 oil paintings, each depicting a 
different Biblical scene of the travels of St, Paul and containing 
clues to the secret of Tesla’s Anti-War Machine, These oils, which 
Arthur painted Inspirationally, have a strange mystic quality about 
them, and It appears that the more deeply you look Into them, the 
more you see elusive little Items not apparent at first glance, many 
of which Arthur admits he was quite unconscious of painting at the 
time. Many observers have commented on this aspect of his paintings 
and to add further to the mystery, a few. Including the writer and 
a friend, have had the strange experience of discovering little j. 
figures In the scene, but on taking their eyes from the canvas and 
returning them to the spot, have found they have disappearedJ (It 
would appear that something of a psychic nature Is Involved here and 
for further proof of this sort of thing. It Is suggested that our 
readers might read the article on the”Mystery of Laurie Hoffman’s 
Changeling Paintings” which appears In the January, 1969 Issue of 
"Fate”), This collection cf Arthur's paintings has been displayed 
at several art exhibitions In Quebec City, and on one occasion, a 
wealthy American lady offered him a large sum of money for the 
complete 26 canvases, but this offer was politely declined, for 
Arthur believes that he was Inspired to paint these scenes, con¬ 
taining Tesla’s secret, for posterity to discover, and not for 
personal gain* 

The windows of Arthur's small studio are lined with small blocking 
plants, and It was here that he showed us his collection of old 
Canadiana which Included restored rush-seated chairs, wooden bowls, 
spoons, looms, etc,, all hand-carved by the early French-Canadlan

settlers. Many of these Items were found In the large old barn 
which Arthur transformed Into his workshop at the turn of the 
century and In which he and Tesla frequently worked on Inventions. 

Wo yere also shown an Interesting collection of old English china 
and a treasured teapot and plates bearing the Royal Crest which 
wore presented to him by H.M. Queen Elizabeth 11 at the end of ene 
of her Royal Train tours across Canada. 

Wo spent a delightful hour or so going over the extensive grounds 
of Arthur’s outside property where we saw the large barn-workshop 
mentioned In his aroiclo in last Issue of Topside, the spot where 
he first encountered the 2 Venusians, and the large hollow which 
was the landing site of the X-12. ^thur told us that in Its 
descent, this feg© spacecraft flattened a number of trees on the 
outside perimeter of this largo, saucer-like depression carved by 
nature, and that other trees have never replaced them. Ho then 
pointed out the shrine he had created In memory of his son, who 
was an RCAF pilot in World War 11 and was killed in action In the 
North African Campaign. This is surrounded by a stand of trees 
planted in a Vlctory-V formation; the trees, now very tall, are 
easily sighted from the air and to this day, whenever an RCAF 
plane flies over them, its wings are dipped in salute to a fallen 
comrade. At the back of the property rises the tall mountain 
known as Mount Castillon. This was named after a l7th century 
French nobleman, Jacques astlllon, one of the early settlers in 
French Canada. He Was ah officer in'the select Company of 100 
Associates who, for distinguished service was granted the Selgnory 
of the surrounding land in this area, and the old homo in which 
Arthur lives was originally the sie of Castillon's hunting lodge. 
This mountain forms party of Mr. Matthews’ property and several 
years ago, he leased part of it out for the erection of a ski lift. 
Arthur had an amusing story to relate about the opening of the ski 
lift which was then operated by a gasoline motor. He was at the 
time carrying out high voltage transmission esperlments which 
interfered with the motor, burning out its ignition. He hastened 
to explain what had happened, suggesting that an electric motor bo 
installed, but the ski lift operator refused to believe that such 
a thing was possible. After 3 motors suffered the same fate, ho 
quickly became convinced and switched to an electric motorj It was 
during those experiments that Arthur made a strange discovery when 
he received a jolting electric shock which knocked him tc the 
ground. Although stunned and with eyes closed, he suddenly real¬ 
ized that he could clearly see all the tools on his work-benchj 
Puzzling over this later, he formed the theory that the charge of 
electricity must have produced secondary or metaphysical sight and 
if so. what a boon this might be for the blind. Like all g*»od 
scientists, however, he realized that further proof was needed that 
this experience was not just a freak happening, so very bravely» 
he submitted himself to another electric shock, and the same thing 
happened. In the weeks that followed, he carefully worked out a 
modified'form of electrical shock treatment which might well 
restore the sight of the blind and he submltted-it to medical

Authorities and the Canadian National Institute for the Blind. 
Regrettably, they would not even consider experimenting with an 
idea which they dismissed as "too revolutionary”. 

On our second day at Lac Beauport. Arthur showed us the Tesla Scope 
and talked to us a long time on its construction and operation. 

At my suggestion, he kindly consented to tape record his remarks, 
extracts of which follow. 

”We are now going to talk about the Tesla Scope and how it came 
into being. It is the invention of Dr. Nikola Tesla, who first c 
conceived it in 189^ because he felt that regular radio trans¬ 
mitters would never be able to transmit or receive messages from 
a planet, using the normal radio waves which travel at speed of 
186,000 miles per second. Tesla considered that this speed was 
not fast enough for interplanetary communication, but he did be¬ 
lieve that cosmic rays travel at a much greater speed. Einstein 
doubted this and disputed the fact, saying that light was a con¬ 
stant speed and nothing could possibly travel faster than the light 
rp:ys given off by the sun. Tesla thought otherwise, as he had 
discovered the cosmic rays in 1893 he believed that they did 
not originate from the sun but from o uter space and could there¬ 
fore travel much faster than light. He thought it was a Similar 
power to that used by God in sending out thought waves which travel 
u-nstantly from one place to another regardless of distance. And 
io Tesla decided to devise a machine to utilize the cosmic ray. 

This was thought impossible in the late I800s' because the existence 

of cosmic rays was then thought impossible. We know today, of 
course, that cosmic rays do exist and a great deal of scientific 
research is being made into them although as yet their origin has 
not been clearly established. Tesla maintained that they did not 
come from the sun although he thought that the sun probably caused 
secondary cosmic rays. Anyway, weknow that cosmic rays are now an 
accepted fact and are being received and utilized on earth. Today 
they are used for looking into solid bodies such as steel - science 

has been able to do that. They can find a flaw in a railway track 

or a steel wheel, or anything, else. You see, the cosmic ray pene¬ 
trates everything - the only thing it cannot penetrate is the mind 
of man although people’s minds reflect cosmic rays - this is a 
mystery, of course, but true and a lot of our scientists are be-' 
ginning to believe it and prove it, too. 

Now a regular radio gives off waves in all directions which can be 
received on a small amount electricity or wave, as we call it, 
and when it is transmitted, it can be picked up anywhere within a 
wide circle, but as we get further away from the transmitter, its 
signals become weaker and weaker until we cannot receive them at 
all. In contrast, the cosmic ray acts like a gun - it shoots out 
power in only one direction, which we choose, so that all the power 
is in this wave and all this power can be received at any distance* 
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So, after a number of experiments, Tesla devised this-machine. The 
first receiving pa,rt ,of it consists of a quartz lens. Quartz, of 
course, is a mineral found in rocks, perfectly clear like glass. 

When melted down, it forms a glass-like substance which looks very 
little different from,ordinary glass, but it filters out unwanted 
rays. Depending on its size, it will receive whatever we wish to 
receive. The rays from this go through the lens and are then sent 
through a filter made of pure silver. We tried copper and brass 
and other metals, but silver appeared to work the best. And then 
they go through, a little transformer coil and from there through a 
gold filter tube. Here we increase the speed of the ray by build¬ 
ing up the. tension and the voltage to a tremendous amount. The 
gold tube, in this case, was chosen because it is not affected by 
acids, and certain acids ai*e generated.by these rays, so gold, 
although expensive, was used for this. But there was norhlng cheap 
about Tesla^s inventions - many of them cost an Immense amount of 
money 

(It night" be a^pirbprlate ' to intor 3 ect' he-^e' that Ih view' of the 
precious metals and other materials involved in the building of the 
Tesla Scope, its construction is a somewhat costly affair, partic¬ 
ularly in these days of high prices for metals such as gold, silver 
and platinum. Arthur told us that, over the years, three at-cempts 
had been made to steal the Tesla Scope and that he had it insured 
against such loss for $ 20 , 000 , although he estimated that, at 
present day prices, it would probably cost more to build now.) 

“And now the ray goes through crystals in what is called the iJidio 
Control Filter. There are three crystals in here. Regular radio 
transmitters, of course, use a crystal to regulate the oscillation 
to keep the speed at a regular level 5 some of these crystals are 
found in the earth and some are made synthetically. But the three 
crystals used in the Tesla Scope are mentioned in the Bible, This 
may sound strange, but Tesla, in studying the Book of Revelations, 
came across mention of these 3 crystals in the 4th Chapter. Any¬ 
one can read them. Well, it was anacperiment based on balth and he 
decided it was worth trying it, so we made the 3 crystals and this 
is what we call the Control Filter - in other words, it maintains a 
certain frequency of the oscillations which now pass through a gas 
shield. This is all mounted in a vacuum tube similar to that used 
in a radio, but it ends there because this is a very long tube, and 
the f^rst one made was 9 ft. long. So we have this long vacuum . 
tube, that is a glass tube with-the air taken from it, and in here 
is a little platinum shield and a.lot of platinum wires such as you 
will see in a regular radio tube, and they are put in there in a 
manner which will affect certain parts of the electrical element. 

From here. It- goes- to a converter whichv.transforms the Incoriiihg 
waves into a sound wave, which we call the Audio Wave, so that we 
can actually hear it over a loud speaker - otherwise we would have 
to tune in our minds. This can bo dona, but it takes special train¬ 
ing and not everyone is able to receive the soundless wave, not 
heard by the ears but the mind, for it is a thought wave. But 
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with the Tesla Scope, we are generating what might be called a 
mechanical thought wave. This little converter transf-^rms the wave 
into a recognized sound wave which comes over a little loud speaker 
mounted on the end a block of transistors. ;In- the earlier models 
we used regular radio tubes which took up a lot of space, but in 
this latest madel I incorporated micro-miniature electronics, thus 
shortening the Scope from 9 ft. to 6 ft.

R.UF HSLP SOUGHT . 

Canberra, Saturday: An i'iliR has asked the Air Force to invostigate whether 
a flying saucer landed on his property at Bungawalyn on the Richiaond River last 
weekend, Mr, Robinson, Country Party moTnber for the N»S.W. North Coast elec¬ 
torate of Cowper, says he is baffled by what happened in his saoaline patch. 
Saoaline is a fodder crop, Mr, Robinson's crop stands 10ft, high. 

The farm is run by a share farmer. Last Sunday he asked Mr, Robinson to 
have a look at soiae strange damage to parts of the two-acre sacaline crop. 

"What I saw has me perplexed," Mr, Robinson said, "I just can't find any 
explanation short of a vist by some strange craft". An area of the crop 
measuring 60 ft, x 25 ft, had been flattened. All the sacaline stalks were 
lying fl'om north to south and were bent over at ground level. 

An area along one side had marks on the ground which appeared to have been 
made by a moving object, "A normal wind would have blown the lot over**. Mr. 
Robinson said, "Indentations on the crop shovied that something near the grouiid 
had moved along there," The prevailing wind blows in the opposity direction to 
the way the crop was bent. Around the flattened area the crop was Intact, Rut 
some yards farther on a smaller area had been fD.attened, 

SKZ BLAST THSORY 

Syiney, ,3at: The mystery object which exploded in the slcy over Church 
Point last night was probably a msteorite. Bureau of Meteorology officials 
said this today after receiving numerous telephone calls about the explosion. 

At about 9 o'cloc?: last night a large orange object was seen by hundreds 
of people to explode over the northern suburbs, Hona Vale police were unable 
to find any debris from the explosion after an extensive search in the area. 

One resident said he had seen a meteorite before, but it had not exploded, 

A spokesman from the Bureau of Meteorology said the meteorite last night 
was probably bigger, and lower in the sl<y than usual.,

London, Sat; A mystery fireball streokod across 3ri‘'-ain last night and 
sent people all- over the country scrambling to telephones to report an 
unidentified flying object (UFO) to police. 

In Belfast, Northern Ireland, police said a loud bang was heard and the 
Royal Observatory had confirmed it was a meteorite. Police believed it may 
have landed noar the city. People who saw it desori.bed it variously as s 
shining flying saucer, a voilet light, a greeny-yelLow light with a trail behind 
it, blue and transparent and a ball of fire. 

Police stations the length of the country were inundated with callers 
seeking information about the object. In London, callers were referred to the 
Ministry of Defence, Air Section, A spokesman at a county constabulary said' 
the Air Ministry described the object as a meteorite. 
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3 » space Animal ^ 

An off shoot of this theory, is the space animal theory. Rather 
than intelligent beings they are thought of as beings more in the 
fringes of the terrestrial atmosphere, and are capable of material¬ 
ising and dematerlallsing. The proponents of this theory suggest 
that as land,seas,and air are the habitat of many different types 
of like, why not outer and inner space too? As terrestrial 
animals feed on plants which feed partially on solar energy, why 
could not there be space creatures feeding directly on solar energy? 

Being a tenuous structure of ionised plasma, they would thus glide 
and speed through the air in silence and would exhibit unusual 
flight phenomena because they would not be subject to friction er 
air resistance. 

This concept falls flat when it attempts to cover the sightings of 
innumerable metallic objects. Many of these have been seen to be 
of rivetted metal structure and metallic seams have been seen on the 
craft. Also many have been seen to land humanoid type beings. 

But UFO's have been seen to change shape, expanding and contracting; 
and to spilt in two, behaving in exactly the same way as an amoeba. 
This theory too can be classed as fantasy. 

h* Time Travel Visitors From the Future . 

Another very lively theory is that our descendants are visiting us 
from the future, in saucer type time machines. This would be a very 
plausible explanation of some observed UFO phenomena. Their 
evanescence, fade in and fade out phase, their sudden appearance out 
of nowhere and their just as sudden disappearance; and also their 
often insubstantial transparent appearance* 

It would also be a sound reason for their failure to make contact 
with us, under this concept, being from a different time zone, it 
would be impossible, as they would not exist in our time as material 
objects, but merely as projections across the time barrier. 

To bolster this theory it has been said that dwarfs with big heads 
and toothless slit like mouths. These have been seen in many 
reported landings. 

This theory however is in the science fiction field. 

5. Space Colonists in the Distant Past . 

Earth Colonists . This theory maintains that thousands of years ago 
this planet was colonised by a race of space explorers in the same 
way as our forbears colonised the new world.

"The Shaver mystery concerned a race of malformed aubhumans (a 
cross between humans and robots) called Deros. They Inhabited a 
vast system of underground cities all over the world# The original 
name of their habitat was Lemurla and they had once been the slaves 
of a Lemurlan master race. This master race had lor^g since 
disappeared, leaving the Ignorant and malicious Dercs In control of 
Its great cities and wonderful machines# Since then the Deros have 
occupied themselves with persecuting the human race, living on the 
Earth's crust above them. The Deros being responsible for much of 
the evil In the world and are responsible for many unexplained 
disappearances# They often appear on the surface and are sufficient¬ 
ly human like to pass unnoticed In a crowd.

the present day# However, it does not necessarily mean that these 
vehicles come from a aeabobt'.om oivJT1 sation# * It Is highly likely 
that the ocean depths are being used as a base of operations# DO 
NOT forget however, that our explorrtion of the oceans, lags far 
behind our exploration of outer space# However, these theories are 
more in the realm of fantasy speculation# 

2# Radiant Space Energy Beings . 

This is the concept of beings in the radiant lonlsphere of the Van 
Allen belts; and.there exists as some form of non-meterlal energy 
beings# These only become visible tc> the human eye under certain 
renditions, due to electrical and magnetic phenomena# Perhaps they 
are driven do^n to shelter from solar storms# Like other kinds of 
pure energy, radio waves, ultra violet. X-ray and cosmic rays, they 
are Invisible to us, and only visible when they reach the Ionised 
part of our upper atmosphere# 
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The craft which brought them could have been lost by accident In 
any number of ways on its way back to its home base, or records 
of the colony's position could have been lost in the files of 
bureaucracy, in the same way as we too have experienced* 

As the colony realised it was forgotten, it would do either of two 
things; the obvious assumption must bo of course that the colony 
was of human type beings* Being a colony it would be composed 
of both sexes and naturally the population would increase and 
maintain a pure stock; or the colonists to prevent in-breeding 
would Interbread with the indigenous population to form a new race* 
Some claim to tie in this theory with the Biblical book of Genesis* 

Circumstantial evidence leads credence to this theory, for 
ancient engravings on stone monuments in many places phrought the

All around the world can be found legends and folk lore in almost 
every race of God’s descending from the skies andaldlng mankind 
with wonderful magic powers. The Perl Reis map is often quoted 
to support this theory. This map is in the library of tho U.S. 
Congress and is definitely authent'c* It shows details of North 
and South America and the Antarctic continent* The map was first 
known in the l6th century, before antarctlca was discovered. 

The U.S. naval cartographers who examined the map maintained that 
its detail was such that it could only have been obtained by aerial 
mapping* The map is said to be 5000 years old and is thought to 
be much older* This Information leads credence to the belief of 
extra terrestrial craft in the distant post. Therefore, the 
presence of UFO’s today would be quite logical, with the parent

rvT* <simenslon* Like the time travel theory this too would 
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account for UFO*s being such elusive phantoms* The possible non¬ 
material making of UFO*s is given further credence by the follow¬ 
ing theory* 

By now, when one considers how UFO’s violate air space, landing 
and take off patterns and flight plans in general of our aircraft, 
there should have been at least some collisions, despite their 
amazing manoeuvrability, as yet none have been shot down, even when 
having been apparently hit when fired rn* 

7» Interstellar or Extra Terrestlal Visitors * 

Prof* Oberth has been a staunch advocate of this theory for years* 

Ha maintalr.s that two likely sources of extra terrestials are 
Epsilon Eridanl and Tau Cetl, two stars 11 light years distant, 
but reasonably close in an astronomical sense. 

Oddly enough Betty Hill (see book, ’’Interrupted Journey”) drew a 
star map from memory which she allegedly saw on the alien craft to 
which her abductors took her* It included two stars which were 
the home suns of her abductors* When this was coapared with a 
real star map, the two stars fitted very closely the position? of 
E. Eridanl and T. Ceti* 

For the purposes of this theory it is immaterial where they CfMae 
from, as the extra terrestrial theory sts^ys they come from pl^ets 
near, or far away* Astronomers now agree that there must be 
thousands of planets in our own galaxy capable of supporting life 
as we know it* 

To add point to this, U.S. radio astronomers only last month, for 
the first time detected the presence of water vapor eight years 
out in space, in several different areas, together with the presence 
of formaldehyde. This is concrete evldonoa^of the formation of 
worlds similar to our own* (refer Newsweek of 31/3/69*) 

It is highly probable that many of these planets would be far far 
ahead of us in technology, and would thus easily allow for the 
developement of craft capable of Interstellar travel and exceeding 
the speed of light* Research into exceeding light speed is pro¬ 
ceeding at this very time, in the University of Chicago where 
physicists have theorised the existence of an atomic particle which 
travels faster than light* 

It is possible too that they posses that old science fiction stand 
by the matter transmitter, and instead of coming from a parallel 
dimension, would be of the same solid physical dimension as our¬ 
selves. On this theme it is very interesting to note that our 
own scientists are inclined to agree on the possibility of this 
eoncept* 
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One scientist in particular, buv who as usual prefers to remain 
anonymous is emphatic in his agreement. He says whan considering 
the well documented sightings of objects which appear out of 
no-where and disappear just as quickly, that we should examine 
them with special, care, because it would give a hint of a break¬ 
through in physics. Also, by a study of UFO sighting reports, 
considerable insight could be gained into the nature of our 
environment and so lead to a revision of our understanding of 
space and time. In this aspect I would refer you to Bruce 
Cathie • s theories in his book ’’Harmonic 33” • 


This theory of matter transmission would be a strange inter- 
dimensional transition from a distant part of the cosmos to earth 
and a nev means of space travel that would bypass both time and 
distance as such. 

While this may seem to be out and out Science fiction do not 
forget that what is science fiction today has a habit of brooming 
fact tomorrow; and as one scientist confessed in a rare moment 
of candor, in new concepts of sc.^enc'? and breakthroughs which have 
become realities iri time, the science fiction writer has con¬ 
sistently outt.lassed the orthodox scientist. 

To sum up, while he would be a brave man, who would state 
definitely that he knew where the UFO’s come from; the existing 
evidence, circumstantial though it may be, all points to them 
coming from an extraterrestrial source.

The following story was related to the Editor by the people who 
although not directly interested in U.F.O. rang and asked for an 
interview in the hope of some explanation. 'rie leave it to the 
readers to work out for themselves what conclusions could be arrived 
at concerning the strange appearance of these two men in black. 

On April ist 1969, Air. and Lirs. h.E. Lukes of Adelaide, were return¬ 
ing home from a visit to rlelbourne, in the car, and were passing 
through the road leading from Borciertown to Keith in the South East 
of the State, at approximately between 11.30 and 12 a.m. 

They were doing about 46 m.p.h. on the lonely track which stretches 
between these towns and one which is generally spc-eded along by 
motorists due to its lack of interesting features.

The Lukes tr?ed to puzzle out what kind of men they could be. Their 
dress quite ruled out any type such as prospectors, surveyors or 
hikers. Ho one would wear such immaculate clean clothes, so neatly 
tailored on such a venture. There was nothing to suggest any 

logical purpose- in thorn being there and Mrs. Lukes remarked to me, 
"They looked so clean and neat, and the black clothes made me feel 
that they looked like men going to a funeral. We could no+ see any¬ 
where where they had gone, or even come from. There was no reason 
for men so dressed to be there at such a time. Completely puzzled 
we got back in the car and proceeded on our way home, but \iq could 
not erase from our minds the incident and discussed it for days after 
until finally a friendsuggested we ring you for an explanation”. 

What explanation could we give? The whole incident was fraught with 
innumerable queries and puzzled theories of How, When and Why. 

Your Editor could not help but think of the strange occurence which 
had occurred to him on his way home from Lodge with a friend one 
evening near midnight, when two strange figures appeared on a roadway. 
(This story was given in Vcl. 3 No. 5. of PAi'K)RAM/\) but these men were 
dressed in a red overall like astronauts, and one was bearded. 

Mrs. Lukes was anxious we should see if anyone could offer some theory 
or explanation. So far we have not come up with any solution which 
would fully explain the many queries which arise from the experience. 
Someone has suggested it was a mirage. However Mrs. Lukes like 
myself after hearing the complete story in detail with many questions 
feel that the men were very real and certainly not a mirage. 

The area around this place has been noted for some- considerable time 
for UFO signtings and vague reports of landings, which have never been 
able to be probed due to the reticence of the rural people to talk 
about them. "Too many"they say,“have been ridiculed and laughed at, so 
we prefer to say nothing”. 

What a sad picture. Kow much is lost to investigation because of 
this attitude of derision. One thing is very clear, that contra to 
the many stories of other “men in black” these two men certainly gave 
no indication of menacing anyone. Mysterious true, but as far as the 
Lukes were concerned to the two men, they, the Lukes, did not seem to 
exist. They weren't even taken any notice of, or their car which 
could have been driven at greater speed as is usually done on that 
road, and could have in that short space of time and the little 
distance between them ran the men down, for even at the slow speed of 
travel they passed the men before they completely reached the gutter 
on the other side. How can one explain such an incident? It must 
be one of those cases that one puts into the files as unsolved. 

One thing Mrs. Lukes did add was that she felt completely disturbed 
from that day, as though she had to get the story across to someone. 

An inward compelling feeling it was meant for someones information.

She told a few close friends, but this did not stop the impelling 
emotion. However when she got in contact with your Editor she 
felt completely at rest about it as though her mission was finished. 

The only regret is that I could not offer any solution to her story, 
except that she had been fortunate indeed in having a most unique 
experience, for which the future alone might hold the answer. 

will be most interested if anyone else had a similar experience, 
cr if perhaps can offer some explanation to the story. Meanwhile we 
have our own thoughts and await further developments. 


S?vl>'iL UFO CHASES WOrtW^AN IN HIS C/vR. 

On April 28th 1969, at about 5.30 a.m. Mr. E. Hawthorn was travelling 
to work in his car. Dawn was just breaking but the stars could be 
still seen in the sky. Suddenly on the side of the roadway 3 feet 
high a large very bright and glowing disk *'more like a large football" 
suddenly appeared following the car along. , Mr. Hawthorn had noticed 
the large object in the sky at first and thought it was a very large 
star. It appeared reddish but very brightly so. It seemed to swoop 
down to this ppsition from "up there , and followed me along’ so he 
said. "I got real scared and wondered what it was, then suddenly 

it swooped in front of the car and across the road ahead of me. I 

stopped in a hurry and I don’t mind admitting I was by this time 
really frightened as to what to do. It then rose higher and moved 
away from me still hovering as though it was watching me. I wasn’t 
far from the works, and wondered at first whether to go on or go home, 

I was quite upset, I decided the shortest journey would be the best and 
so went on forward to work. The thing, whatever it was still followed 
along the roadway and behind the trees and greenery which skirted the 
road. I got to work and my mates could see I was all shaken up, and 
said I looked as white as a sheet. They asked me what had happened. 

1 told them I had been chased by a flying saucer. 

At first they seemed to doubt me, but seeing my condition they asked 
where it was now, I took them over to the side of the area where I 
had last seen it and there it was still moving along but it suddenly 
swooped away and out towards *vlount Lofty area. Several of the men 
saw it and witnessed its flight. I think about five of them. I 
felt pretty sick in the tummy from the nervous reaction and finally 
about 10 a.m. had to go home I was so shaky." 

V^hen the above case was investigated by the Editor and another UFO 
worker the man was still overawed by what he had experienced but felt 
he had not been harmed in any way except by his own emotional 
reactions to an unusual experience. He said he was mildly interested 
in the subject of UFO but had never taken a great deal of more than 
average interest in the subject. He never dreamed he was to have 
this misfortune or good fortune which ever way one looks at it to 
actually see one. 
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However the size of the object rules out it being an actual "saucer" 
but it could have been one of the "foo type" from a saucer on 
reconnaisance. He said he had not seen any large object around, 
but this does not rule out there may have been one either out of 
his range of vision in the rear or too high up for him to observe, 
remembering also nis highly emotional state which meant his eyes 
were focussed on the small object and that he would have no thoughts 
of another object at the time. 

At least he was fortunate to have five other witnesses to prove his 
experience and this alone was sufficient to prove it was not some 
hallucination or completely emotional experience or that it was just 
Venus or some other planet or star. It was too low down for that 
and manoeuvred in the sky in various ways to disprove the u'^ual 
official explanations. His story was taken down on tape and will be 
used for further reference and study.
